Gary Mark Gilmore, over the 
course of 36 years bied of bis will 
to jivt‘ and fïnally, Li te rally, of life 
itself, was executed by lhe State 
early Ust Monday mortiing. in a 
ci !d and shadüwy prison ware- 
house — sLrapped to a chair, a 
bfack hoodover his head* a target 
pmned t- p bis chest. the bullseve 
ptaced directly over hïs hearl. 

Caoteuy to eady media ra- 
porti», GilrnoTe was nol immedt- 
atdy ^iain by the four ,30 caliber 
bullets fiv‘. $i75-an-bour marks- 
men ripped thrnugh his chest, liv¬ 
ing f- <r slightly more than two 
rnirutes after the fmal assault on 
his Life, bleedmg to death without 
the offer of aid, 

Many fecl tbat now. once 
America has tasted blood, the 
ne.u menriless onsla ugtu on the 
lives of, particuiarly Black, Death 
Ruw victiina. wiïl be terribly sivift 
- evidents of this country's 
fondness for execuiing fï Jacks 
betng both reai and iirefutable. 

lt was a telling sign for 
America in the ï9?0s that a 
morbid spectacle was created 
around Gilmore's perverted 
death wjftb — iranically, masking 
an intense fear for iife by n 
pretended fearlessness for death. 

’ I ju st want to look them fuckers 
in the eye when they shoot me.“ 
he said as if his refusal to don the 
execution hood "proved*' somt** 
thir.g 

Other victims of America mam 
are saiid to have thought of 
Gilmore os a folk hero, and 
perhaps he was to tbose so 
strjpped of meaningfui oplions 
that beiievmg in nothing is the 
only chnice . ..I ad mi re you so 
very much...You 're so manly. 
very ms^tuUne. sexy, seductive, 
very appealing.. Good bek in the 
other world," onn young wnman 
wrote,

The molrnr. on the appeal Filed 
by nttomey G. FUiuTaylor, States 
that the prejudice of LI S District 
Coun Judge Samuel Joseph 
Perry has been "in aclive opera- 
tion throughout the coursc of the 
trial." Taylor is an iHLornev for 
the families of Fred Hampton and 
Mark Clark and seven former 
Black Panther Party mombers in 
the $17.7 milïion daroage suil 
aguinst 28 present and former law 
enforcement officials and FR1 
agent and provocateur WÜluun 
0 Nenl for the December 4, 1969, 
predawn raid in which the two 
Illinois ÜPI 1 members were nssas- 
sinated, 

Meting the "intense struggle" 
the plainliffs waged in order to 
gut Perry loallow cartloadsof FBI 
documents und files regarding 
the Bureau’ s illegal surveillance 
and other uctiviiies agmnst Fred 
Hampton and the Illinois ühnpter 
of the Black Panther Party to be 
introduced as evidente in the 
trial, Tüylor’s motïon statos: 

"We say the deepest end most 
important Ie vul of the District 
Court's prejudice in tb is case is 
bis (Ferry's) active desire for the 
dt feai of plaintiffs claims of 
conspiracy. official wrongdoing 
mui cover*up. and lugiiimalcd 
murder: particularly as they 
concern the FBI. Such desire.

While the county Probation De¬ 
partment 's report alleged that it 
is not illegal lo deiain children 
undur the age of nine r Ericka said 
that sEtu had been told by a 
former member of the Caiifomia 
Juvenile Justice Commission that 
such detention is illegal. 


(San Leandro, Calïf.) — The 
Alameda Coutuy Juvenile Justice 
Commission agreed last week to 
mvestigale charges made by 
county Board of Education mom¬ 
ber Ericka Hugginsthat the youth 
incarcerated in the county '9 sis 
juvenile detention centers here 
are victims of illegal and inhu¬ 
mane tientmeni, 

The deciaion of the Commis¬ 
sion was ihe rcsult of Ericka's 
appearance at its regular monLhly 
meeting held Jartuary 12 on the 
groundsof the juvenile delention 
complex at 2500 FairmonL Drive 
here. At this meeting H a written 
report prepared by chief county 
probation officer James F, CaJIa- 
hiin was presented in response to 
the charges made by Ericka at the 
unpreeedented pres* conference 
she held last November 15 al 
Juvenile Hall. 

Open in g up Juvenile Hall Ut its 
first public scrutiny in years, 
Kncka, at the November press 
conference, demanded that the 
Alameda County Grand Jury and 
otherö concerned initiate an im- 
media te and thorough investiga- 
lion of abuses ivithin the youlh 
detentian centers, In particular, 
she lashed out al the "rigid and 
inhumane way" detained, often 
nondelinquenL youth are "treated 
like criminab ^ , " (Sec THE 
BLACK PANTHER. November 
20, L976J 

Cnllohnn's report divided the 
charges Ericka made into 10 
points. Upon invitotion of the 
Juvenile Justice Commission, 
Ericka, fïrmly dcnying Calluhan's 
charge that her \ allegatiuns.. 
are without foundation and liighJy 
inaccurate," discussed the report 
and elaboroted on her own 
concerns regarding tre’amient of 
youth ai the juvenile detention 


Ericka espressed her concern 
at seeing children ns yaung as 
sevun years oïd held at Juvenile 
Halt with older youth. noling that 
' soph jsticatuin co mes wlth age. 
Using an exemple, she said that a 
nine-year-old, incarcerated for 
robbing a store, who is housed 
with older v yuu^h who might 
approve of such ar, actiën, could 
conceivably commil another rob- 
bery upon leaving Juvenile Hal! 
"The road seems to end in the 
{person s) mid-203, at some place 
like San Quemin," Erick* added, 
She also said thaL in her 
poshion os direcior of the model 
elementary level Oakland Com- 
munity School, she has luik cd 
with fi nuniber of youth who have 
been detained al Juvenile Hall 
and have seen children there 


Daie Anders, the only Black 
member of the Juvenile Justice 
Commission, joined Ericka in 
expressing concern over the 
cO'imngling of younger ch.il dn^n 
with qlder ones, He called on the 
Comniission to investigate the 
matter. 

The male youth held at the 
intake facilily in don nton n Dok¬ 
land are often detained for over 
72 hours. a violation of the 
provisians af the California Youth 
Authority , The Callahao report 
moiniained that "time limiis ure 
strictly adhered to" m terms of 
handling the cases of individual 
youth. Ho wever, Ericka repeated 
the statement she made ai the 
préss conference thm when she 
visited the intake facilily ai ;00 
Brood way, the fïrsi youth she 
Lalked 10 told her he had been 
there for five days. 

jVé cdiicatronaï experivnces are 
offvred ai 400 Broadway. The 
Probation Department report 
slated ihat no classes are held al 
the intake facility beCAtise of the 
short puriiMj of time the youth 
remaio there. Ericka informed 
the Commission th:ir u-atching 
television and playitig cards and 
dominoes are the onty mean> of 
passing time that the youth at 4iX) 
BroadVkny have.

(Chicagtt, Ulinoïs) — The feder¬ 
al govemment filed separate suits 
recently ügainsl the Illinois state 
and Cook Coüflty correctioits 
departmentB, charging thai 17 
state prison s and the Cook 
Couruy Jail are dangérüusly over- 
crowded and without adequate 
heult h care and sanhnry faciUlies. 

Auomeys for the Justice Do* 
portinent stated thai the suits. 
w'hich nome outgoing Illinois 
Governor Daniël Walker and 
state corrections directer Charles 
I Rowe among Lhe defendants, 
mark the first time the federal 
government has ever taken act ion 
on its nwn against any prison 
systeni to charge abuses of 
mmaic Ctvil rights. 

The suil charges that over- 
crowdïng in Illinois penei in stil u- 
lions and Cook CouiHy Jaü is 
mjuriuus to the physical and 
mental health of prisonerg; that in 
most of the prison s. toilets, sinks 
and showers are inoperahle; thot 
there are inadequate vent i la Li on, 
lighting and heat: and that the 
prisons are infested by cock- 
roachéK, rats and mice. 

The snit also contends that the 
IUinois Department of Correc- 
tions failed to provjde adequate 
mëqical care for prisoners and 
ihnt Black prisrmers are assigned 
tn cellblncks on lhe basis of race 
and deriied equal access to 
various prison programs. 

PRISON RFFORM 

Ira Schwmtz, eieculivc direc- 
tor of lhe John Howard Asaocia- 
tion H a prison reform grqUp, said 
the combined federal action indi- 
caies that "Illinois may have lhe 
worst stale prisons and Chicogo 
ihc worst county jail systera of 
any stoie or county in the 
country.

OLE: ! orrived in Luanda, 
Angola, about a week before 
in dependen ef, The city was 
under siege from civilian troops. 
Portuguese mereenanes* and 
pmbably FNLA iNational Front 
for the Liberation of Angola }. but 
the FUtA forces we re rcally few 
and very smal), The forces Lhol 
had Luanda onder siege from the 
nortbern side were basically 
Zairean forces and Portuguese 
mercenaries from the ELP — the 
so-called Pqrtuguese Liberation 
Army which was Imked to Spinola 
and Portuguese fascists. From 
the rniddJe of the town you couid 
hear the artilkry, it was really 
close, Then the MPLA army 
graduaUy starled to liberale the 
country, with the very valuable 
ossistance of Cuban volunteers. 

Q: We re the Cuban volunteers 
tb ere when you first amved? 

OLE: The re were very few 
when 1 firsi arrived They started 
lo comc in the month af tor 
independente in greater num 
berr They (Cabans) provided a 
very valuable assistance in the 
actual figluing; they were the 
mechar.ics who ctiuld repair 
trucks; they had the modi cal 
personnehlhey couid train MPLA 
militants, as they did, not in 
camps sheltered behind the front, 
bul righl ihere in the front hnes. 

AU the Cu ban s that I talked w 
in Angola were very open aboul 
ihe fact that they were there as 
volunteers: that they were 

pleased to be there; that the Ir 
experiences in Cuba — having 
been suffe ring from the Imperial¬ 
ist bbckade, from terrorist at- 
L&ck and invasions orgunizud by 
the CIA and finunced by the 
Américans — put them in a 
poraition very simitar to that cd the 
AogoUms Their view was Lhat in 
*truggïb<g with Angolans they 
were not only hefping the Ar- 
goliins but wore helping thtirown 
country as wél!
